This  little  work  is  designed  to  supply  a  general  demand. 

The  Federal  Constitution,  though  profoundly  venerated,  has  not,  hith- 
erto, been  generally  called  for,  and  not  often  printed  in  a  cheap  form,  and 
sold  for  a  dime.  But  that  document  has  now  a  new  value  and  import- 
ance :  for  there  is  an  organized  and  formidable  endeavor  to  substitute, 
in  a  part  of  the  States,  another  constitution,  and  establish  another  gov- 
ernment. This  assault  upon  the  ^d  constitution,  under  which  we  have 
prospered  and  become  a  great  nanon,  has  awakened  a  general  desire  to 
obtain  a  better  knowledge  of  that  document,  and  to  learn  what  parts  of 
it  the  framers  of  a  new  constitution  wish  to  repudiate,  and  what  additions 
and  changes  they  are  endeavoring  to  make.  • 

The  documents  are  printed  from  copies  carefully  selected,  and  their 
accuracy  may  be  relied  on.  The  old  constitution  is  from  Hickev's 
Standard  Edition,  published  under  the  certificate  of  the  Secretai^y  of 
State.  In  preparing  the  other,  different  editions  have  been  cajg^i^lly 
examined  and  compared.  •  ^^ 

To  show  at  a  glance  wherein  these  documents  agree,  and  in»what 
points  they  differ,  the  portions  common  to  both  are  printed  in  the  ordi- 
nary type;  words  and  passages  in  the  old  constitution  and  not  in  the 
new,  in  small  capitals  ;  in  the  new  and  not  in  the  old,  in  italics. 

Some  of  the  changes  relate  to  slight  and  unimportant  words,  which 
do  not  affect  the  meaning,  but  other  alterations  have 'a  deep  significance, 
and  reveal  the  real  grounds,  ends,  and  objects  of  the  attempted  revo- 
lution. 

The  above  remarks  and  explanations  will  show  th^object  and  use  of

ARTICLE  I. 
Section  1. 

All  legislative  powers  herein  granted 
ehall  be  vested  in  a  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Section  2. 
1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall 
be  composed  of  members  chosen  everv 
second  year  by  the  people  of  tlio  sev- 
eral States,  and  the  electors  in  each 
State  shall  have  the  qualifications  requi- 
site for  electors  of  the  most  numerous 
branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 


2.  Ko  person  shall  be  a  Representa- 
tive who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been 
seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which 
he  shall  be  chosen. 

3.  Representatives  and  direct  taxes 
shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
States  which  may  be  included  within 
this  Union,  according  to  their  respect- 
ive numbers,  which  shall  be  determined

We,  the  people  of  the  Co77federa{e 
States,  each  State  acting  in  its  sovereign 
and  independent  character^  in  order  to 
form  a  'permanent  federal  goveryiment^ 
establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tran- 
quillity, and  secure  the  blessings  of  lib- 
erty to  ^ourselves  and  our  posterity — . 
invoking  the  favor  and.  guidance  of  Al- 
rnightv  God — do  ordain  and  establish 
this  Constitution  for  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  ij 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1. 

All  legislative  powers  herein  delegated 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Section  2. 

1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall 
be  composed  of  members  chosen  every 
second  year  b_y  the  people  of  the  several 
States;  and  the  electors  in  each  State 
shall  be  citizens  of  the  Confederate  States, 
and  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  the  m*st  numerous  branch 
of  the  State  Legislature;  l>nt  no  person 
of  foreign  birth^  not  a  citizen  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  shall  be  a.lloioed  to  vote 
for  any  officer,  civil  or  political,  State  or 
Federal. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  a  Representa- 
tive who  shall  not  have  attained  the  ago 
of  twenty-five  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of 
the  Confederate  States,  and  who  shall 
not,  w^hen  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of 
that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

3.  Representatives  and  direct  taxes

tion shall  be  made  within  three  years 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress 
of  the  UxiTED  States,  and  within  every 
subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.

4.  "When  vacancies  happen  in  the 
representation  from  any  State  the  Exec- 
utive authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs 
of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

5.  The  House  of  Kepresentativcs  shall 
choose  their  Speaker  and  other  officers  ; 
nnd  shall  have  the  sole    power  of  im- 

eachment. 


Section  3. 

1.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States 
sball  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from 
each  State,  chosen  i)j  the  Legislature 
thereof  for  six  years  ;  and  each  Senator 
shall  have  one  vote. 


2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  as- 
embled,  in  consequence  of  the  first  elec- 
tion, the}'  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as 
may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of 
the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second 
year;  of  the  second  class,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  fourth  year  ;  and  of  the  third 
class,  at  the  ox]>iration  of  the  sixth  year; 
so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  ' 
second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen, 
"by  reibignation  or  otherwise,  during  the 
recess  of  the  legislature  of  any  State, 


termined  by  adding  to  tlie  whole  number 
of  free  persons,  including  those  bound 
to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  exclud- 
ing Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all 
slaves.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be 
made  within  three  years  after  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  Confed- 
erate States,  and  within  every  subse- 
quent term  of  ten  years,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The 
number  of  Represtritatives  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  for  every  fifty  thousand :  but 
each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Re})re- 
sentative;  and  until  such  enumei-ation 
shall  be  made,  the  State  of  South  Cai'o- 
lina  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  .'sic;  the 
State  of  Georgia  ie7i ;  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama  nine;  the  State  of  Florida  two; 
the  State  of  Mississippi  seven;  the  State 
of  Louisiana  six  ;  and  the  State  of  Texas 
six. 


4.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the 
Vepresentation  from  any  State,  the  Exec- 
utive authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs 
of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

5.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall 
choose  their  Sjieaker  and  other  ofiicers ; 
and  shall  have  th-e  sole  power  of  im- 
peachment; except  that  any  judicial  or 
other  federal  officer  resident  and  acting 
solely  within  the  litnits  of  any  State,  may 
be  impeached  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  branches  of  the  Legislature  thereof 

Section  3. 

1 .  Tlie  Senate  of  the  Confederate  States 
shall  be  composed  of  two  Senutors  from 
e;u:h  State,  chosen  for  six  years  by  the 
Legislature  thereof,  at  the  regular  ses- 
sion 7iext  immediately  preceding  the  co>n~ 
mencement  of  the  term  of  service;  and 
each  Senator  sliall  have  one  vote. 

2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  as 
sembled,  in  consequence  of  the  first  elec 
tion,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  Om 
may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of 
the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second 
year;  of  the  second  class,  at  the  expir- 
ation of  the  t\iurth  year;  and  t  f  the  third 
class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year; 
so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  evei-y 
second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen, 
by  resignation  or  otherwise,  darin*^  the 
recess  of  the  legislature  of  any  State, 


the  Executive  thereof  may  make  tempo- 
rary appointments  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  tlie  Legislature,  which  shall  then 
fill  such  vacancies. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who 
shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  and  bken  nine  years  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who 
shall  not,  when  elected,  bean  inhabitant 
of  THAT  Stiite  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen. 

4.  The  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate, 
but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be 
equally  divided. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other 
officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tem- 
pore, in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole 
power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When 
sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on 
oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the 
Chief  Justice  shall  preside.  And  no 
person  shall  be  ctinvicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers pre-ent. 

7.  Judgment  in  oase^  of  impeachment 
shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal 
from  office,  and  disqualilication  to  hold 
and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or 
protit  under  the  United  States;  but  the 
party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be 
liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial, 
judgment,  and  punishment,  according 
to  law. 

Section  4. 
I.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of 
holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Kep- 
resentatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
State  by  the  Legislature  thereof;  but 
the  Congress  may,  at  any  time,  by  law, 
make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except 
as  to  the  places  of  choosing  Senators. 


2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at 
least  once  in  every  year,  and  >uch  meet- 
ing shall  be  on  the  hist  3loiiday  in  De- 
CfUiber,  unless  they  shall,  Liy  law,  ap^joint 
a  dittcrent  day. 

Section  5. 

1.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of 
the  elections,  returns,  and  qualihcations 
of  Its  owu  members,  and  a  majority  of 
each   shall   constitute  a  quorum  to  do 


the  Executive  thereof  may  make  tempo- 
rary appointments  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then 
fill  such  vacancies. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  a  SenatciC  who 
shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate 
States  ;  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  which 
he  shall  be  chosen. 

4.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Chnfed- 
eraie  States  shall  be  President  of  the 
Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  unless 
they  be  equally  divided. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other 
officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or 
when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Pres- 
dent  of  the  Confederate  States. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole 
power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When 
sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on 
oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Confederate  States  is  tried, 
the  Chief-Justice  shall  preside ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  oi  the  mem- 
bers present. 

7.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment 
shall  not  extend  further  than  removal 
from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold 
and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or 
profit  -under  the  Confederate  States;  but 
the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless 
be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial, 
judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to 
law. 

Section  4.         •        - 

1.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of 
holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives, shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
State  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  subject 
to  the  provisio7is  of  this  Constitution ;  but 
the  Congress  may,  at  any  time,  by  law, 
make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  a« 
to  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  Sen- 
ators. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at 
least  once  in  every  year ;  and  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
cember, unless  they  shall,  by  law,  appoint 
a  diflereut  day. 

Section  5. 

1.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of 
the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications 
of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of 
each   shall   constitute  a  quorum   to  do

"business;  bnt  a  smaller  iiumlDer  may 
fldj(Xirn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may 
provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  mem- 
bers for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a 
member. 

3.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal 
of  its  proceedings,  and,  from  time  to 
time,  publish  the  same,  excepting  such 
parts  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  re- 
quire secrecy  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  members  of  either  House,  on  any 
question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth 
of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nal. 

4.  Neither  House,  during  the  session 
of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in 
which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  6. 

1.  The  Senators  and  Kepresentatives 
shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  to  be  ascertained  by  lav/,  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States.  They  shall,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their 
respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  House,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 

2.  No  Senator  or  Eeprcsentative  shall, 
during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected, 
be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the 
emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  in- 
creased during  such  time ;  and  no  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  United 
States  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House 
during  his  contiiuiance  in  office. 


Section  7. 
1.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall 
OTiginato  in  the  House  of   Kepresenta- 


I  business ;  but  a  smalle/  number  may 
j  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may 
provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  mem- 
bers for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with, 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  thi\ 
whole  7iu7nbei\  expel  a  member. 

3.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal 
of  its  proceedings,  and,  from  time  tO' 
time,  publish  the  same,  excepting  such 
parts  as  may  in  its  judgment  require 
secrecy,  and  the  ayes  and  nays  of  the 
members  of  either  House,  on  any  ques- 
tion, shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-iifth  oi 
those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal 

4.  Neither  House,  during  the  session 
of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent 

■  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 

days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that 

in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  6. 

1.  The  Senators  and  Representatives 
shall  receive  a  compensation  for  theii 
services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Confed- 
erate States.  They  shall,  in  all  cases 
except  treason  and  breach  of  the  peacCj 
be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their 
attendance  at  the  session  of  their  re- 
spective Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  House,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 

2.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall, 
during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected, 
be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authority  of  the  Confederate  States, 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the 
emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been 
increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
person  holding  any  office  under  the 
Confederate  States  shall  be  a  meniberof 
either  House  during  his  continuance  in 
office.  But  Congress  may^  by  Law,  grant 
to  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the 
Executive  Departments  a  seat  upoii  the 
floor  of  either  blouse,  with  the  privilege 
of  discussing  any  r/ieasurc  apjyertaiidng 
10  his  department. 

Section  7. 
1.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall 
originate  in  the  House  of  Representa- 


lives;  "but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  amendments  as  on  other 
bills. 

2.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed 
THE  House  of  Represkntatives  and 
THE  Senate,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a 
law,  he  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  if  he  approve,  he  shall 
g'gn  It;  hut  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with 
his  objections  to  that  House  in  which 
it  .shall  have  originated,  who  sliall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after 
such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that 
House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall 
be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to 
the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise 
be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a 
law.  But  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of 
both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas 
and  na^^s,  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House 
respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  President  within  ten 
days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same 
shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress,  b}' 
their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return, 
in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 


3.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to 
which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate 
AND  House  of  Kepresentatives  may 
be  necessary,  (except  on  a  question  of 
adjournment,)  shall  be  presented  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States;  and 
before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be 
approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved 
by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
of  THE  Senate  and  House  of  Kepre- 
sentatives, according  to  the  rules  and 
. imitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a 
bill. 

Section  8. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power — 
1.  To  lay  and  collect  taxe.-,  duties, 
imposts,  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts 


tives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  amendmentif  as  on  other 
bills. 

2.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed 
both  Houses,  shall,  bcfurb  it  becomes  a 
law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
Confederate  States  ;  if  he  approve,  he 
shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return 
it  with  his  objections  to  that  House  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on 
their  journal,  and  proceed  ti)  reconsider 
it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two- 
thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with 
the  objections,  to  the  other  House,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  recun.-idered, 
and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that 
House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  liut  in 
all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  Houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  pers(-)ns  voting  for 
and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journal  of  each  House  i-espectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 
President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) after  it  shall  have  been  presenled 
to  him,  the  .'■ame  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the 
Cong'ress,  by  their  adjtiurnment,  prevent 
its  return  ;  in  which  case  it  shull  not  be 
a  law.  The  Fresidefit  tnay  approve  any 
appropriation  and  diaapjirove  any  other 
apjiropriation  i?i  t/ie  same  bill.  In  sack 
case  he  shall,  in  signing  the  bill,  desig- 
nate the  appropriations  disapproved ;  and 
shall  return  a  copy  of  such  appropria- 
tions, with  his  objections^  to  the  House  in 
whicJi  the  bill  shall  have  originated  ;  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall  then  be  had  as 
in  case  of  other  bills  disajiproved  by  the 
President.

3.  The  Congress  may  determine  the 
time  of  choosing  the  electors,  and  the 
day  on  which  ihey  shall  give  their  votes; 
which  day  shall  be  thasame  throughout 
the  Ukitei)  States. 

^  4.  No  person  except  a  natural  born 
citizen,  or  a  citizen  or  the  United 
States  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  President;  neither  shall  any 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office  wh(;  shall 
not  have  attained  '■  o  the  age  of  thirty- 
five  j-ears,  and  been  fourteen  years  a 
resident  within  the  United  States. 


5.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  Presi- 
dent from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same 
shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-President ;  and 
the  Congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the 
case  of  removal,  death,  resignation,  or 
inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice- 
President,  declaring  what  officer  shall 
then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer 
shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability 
be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be 
elected. 

6.  The  President  shall,  at  stated  times, 
receive  for  his  services  a  compensation, 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor 
diminished  during  the  period  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall 
not  receive  within  that  period  any  other 
emolument  from  the  United  States,  or 
any  of  them.

shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office 
who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of 
thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen 
years  a  resident  within  the  limits  of  the 
Confederate  States,  as  they  may  exist  at 
the  time  of  his  election. 

8.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  Presi- 
dent from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resig- 
nation, or  inability  to  discharge  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the 
same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent; and  the  Congress  may,  by  law, 
provide  for  the  ca^e  of  the  removal, 
death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of 
the  President  and  Vice-President,  de- 
claring what  officer  shall  then  act  as 
Pi-esident,  and  such  otficer  shall  act  ac- 
cordingly until'the  disability  be  removed, 
or  a  Piesident  shall  be  elected. 

9.  The  President  shall,  at  stated  times, 
receive  for  his  services  a  compensation,

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Section  2. 

1.  The  President  shall  he  commandcr- 
iti-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the 
several  States  when  called  into  the  ac- 
tual service  of  the  United  States;  he 
may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of 
the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Exec- 
utive Departments,  upon  any  subject  re- 
lat  ng  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
oihces,'and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant 
reprieves  and  pardons  for  offenses  against 
the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of 
impeachment. 

2  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  con.-ent  of  the  Senate,  to 
make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur ;  ana  he  shall 
nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint

1.  The  President  shall  be  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
Confederafe  States,  and  of  the  militia  of 
the  several  States,  when  called  into  the 
actual  service  of  the  Confederate  States ;

Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  whose  appointments  are 
not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
which  shall  be  established  by  law;  but 
the  Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  ap- 
pointment of  such  inferior  officers,  as 
they  think  proper,  in  the  President 
alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the 
heads  of  departments.

AETICLE  III. 
Section  1. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  TTnited 
States  shall  be  vested  in  one  Supreme 
Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
Congress  may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain 
and  establish.  The  judges,  both  of  the 
Supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and 
shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their 
services  a  compensation,  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  daring  their  continuance 
in  office. 

Section  2. 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to 
all  cases,  in  law  and  equity,  arising 
under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  their  au- 
thority; to  all  casus  atfecting  embassa- 
dors, other  public  ministers,  and  con- 
suls; to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  mari- 
time jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to 
which  the  United  States  shall  be  a 
pari}'';  to  controversies  between  two  or 
more  states;  between-  a  State  and  citi- 
Eens  of  another  State ;  between  citi- 
zens OF  difeekent  States;  between 
citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming 
lands  under  grants  of  diliercnt  States, 
and  between  a  State  or  the  citizens  there- 
of, and  foreign  States,  citizens,  or  sub- 
jects. 

2.  In  all  cases  affi'cting  embassadors, 
other  public  ministers,  and  consuls,  and 
those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  party, 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original 
jurisdiction.

Section  1. 
The  judicial  power  of  the  Confederate

Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
Congress  may  from  time  to  tune  ordain 
and  establish.  The  judges"  both  of  the 
Supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and 
shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their 
services  a  compensation,  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  during  their  continuance 
in  office. 

Section  2. 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to 
all  cases  arising  under  this  Constitution, 
the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  and 
treaties  made  or  which  shall  be  made 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  af- 
fecting embassadors,  other  public  minis- 
ters, and  consuls ;  to  all  cases  of  admi- 
rality  and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to 
controversies  to  which  the  Co7ifederate 
States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies 
between  two  or  more  States ;  between  a 
State  and  citizens  of  another  State,  where 
the  Slate  is  plaintiff;  l^^'Lween  citizens 
claimin"-  lands  under  grants  of  diti'erent 
States,  and  between  a  State  or  the  citi- 
zens thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens, 
or  subjects;  but  no  State  shall  be  sued  by 
a  citizen  or  subject  of  an.y  foreign  State. 

2.  In  all  cases  aliecting  embassadors, 
other  public  ministers,  and  consuls,  and 
those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party, 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original 
jurisdiction.     In  all  the  other  cases  be- 
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fore  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  \a 
cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury; 
and  Euch  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been 
committed;  but  when  not  committed 
within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at 
euch  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may 
by  law  have  directed. 

Section  3. 

1.  Treason  against  the  United  States 
shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against 
them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies, 
giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  per- 
son shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless 
on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the 
same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open 
court. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to 
declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but 
no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  cor- 
ruption of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except 
during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

AETICLE  IV, 

Sectiox  1. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given 
in  each  State  to  the  public  acts,  records, 
and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other 
State.  And  the  Congress  ma}',  by  gen- 
eral laws,  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
euch  acts,  records,  and  proceedings  shall 
be  proved,  and  the  eflFect  thereof. 

Section  2. 

1.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immunities 
of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 


2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State  with 
treason,  felony,  or  other  crime,  who  shall 
flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  an- 
other State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the 
Executive  authority  of  the  State  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be 
removed  to  the  State  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  crime. 

3.  No  person  held  to  service  or  labor 
in  ONE   State,  under  the   laws  thereof, 


fore  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in 
cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury, 
and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been 
committed;  but  when  not  committed 
within  any  Slate,  the  trial  shall  be  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may 
by  law  have  directed. 

Section  3. 

1.  Treason  against  the  Confederate 
States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort. 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason 
unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses 
to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession 
in  open  court. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to 
declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but 
no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  cor- 
ruption of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except 
during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

AETICLE   IV. 

Section  1. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given 
in  each  State  to  the  public  acts,  records, 
and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other 
State.  And  the  Congress  may,  b}'  gen- 
eral laws,  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
such  acts,  records,  and  proceedings  shall 
be  proved,  and  the  efiect  thereof. 

Section  2. 

1.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  immu- 
nities (jf  citizens  of  the  several  States, 
and  shall  have  the  right  of  transit  and 
sojourn  in  any  State  of  this  Confederacy, 
with  their  slaves  and  other  property ;  and 
the  right  of  projyerty  in  said  slaves  shall 
not  be  thereby  impaired. 

2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State 
with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime 
against  the  laws  of  such  State,  who  shall 
flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  an- 
other State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive authority  of  the  State  from  which 
he  fled,  be  delivered  up  to  be  removed 
to  the  State  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
crime. 

3.  No  slave  or  other  person  held  to 
service  or  labor  in  any  State  or  Terrri- 
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escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  conse-  j  lory  of  the  Confederaie  Siatefi,  under  the 
t^uence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  ;  laws  thereof,  escaping  or  unlaivfnlly  ca?'- 
be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  \ried  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence 


but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the 
party  to  whom  such  service  or  labor  may 
be  due. 


Section  3. 

1.  New  States  may  be  admitted,  by 
THE  Congress,  into  this  Union;  but 
no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other 
State:  nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts 
of  States,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned,  as 
well  as  of  the  Congress. 


2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to 
dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  respecting  the  Territory 
OR  other  property  belonging  to  the 
United  States;  and  nothing  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  so  construed 
AS  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the 
United  States,  or  or  any  particu- 
lar State. 


Section  4. 
1.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee 
to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  repub- 
lican form  of  government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  invasion  ; 
and  on  application  of  the  Legislature,  or 
of  the  Executive  (when  the  Ijcgislature 
can  not  be  convened  )  against  domestic 
violence.

Section  3. 

1.  Other  States  may  be  admitted  into 
this  Confederacy  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  whole  House  of  Representatives, 
and  trco-thii'ds  of  the  Senate,  the  Senate 
voting  by  States  ;  but  no  new  State  shall 
be  formed  or  erected  within  the  juris- 
diction of  any  other  State ;  nor  any  State 
be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or 
more  States,  or  parts  of  States,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the 
States  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Con- 
gress. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to 
dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  the  property 
of  the  Confederate  States,  including  the 
lands  thereof. 


3.  The  Confederate  Stages  may  acquire 
new  territory;  and  Congress  shall  have 
power  to  legislate  and  provide  govern- 
ments for  the  inhabitants  of  all  territory 
belonging  to  tJie  Confederate  States,  lying 
without  the  liniit^  of  the  several  States, 
and  may  permit  them,  at  such  times,  atid 
in  such  manner  as  it  may  by  law  provide, 
to  form  States  to  be  admitted  into  the 
Confederacy.  In  all  such  territory,  the 
institution  of  negro  slavery,  as  it  uuw  ex- 
ists in  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be 
recog)dzed  and  protected  by  Cmgi-ess  and 
by  the  territorial  government ;  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  several  Confederate 
States  and  Territories  shall  have  theright 
to  take  to  such  territory  any  slaves  law- 
fully held  by  them  in  any  of  the  States  or 
Territories  of  the  Confederate  States. 

4.  The  Confederate  States  shall  guar- 
antee to  every  State  thcd  now  is  or  here- 
after may  become  a  member  of  this  Con- 
federacy, a  republican  form,  of  govei'n- 
ment,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them 
against  invasion  ;  and  on  application  of 
the  Legislature,  (or  of  the  Executive 
when  tlie  Lcgishiture  is  not  in  session,) 
against  domestic  violence. 
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AETICLE  V. 

The  Coxgress,  tvhei^'ever  two- 
tmirds  oy  both  houses  shall  deem 
ir  necessary;  shall  propose  amexd- 
me>-ts  to  this  constitution,  or.  on 
the  application  of  the  legisla- 
tures or  ttto-thirds  of  the  several 
States,  shall  call  a  Conyention 
ror  proposing  amendments,  "which, 
in  either  case,  shall  be  valid.  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of 
THIS  Constitution,  "when  ratified 
BY  the  Legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  OF  the  several  States,  or 
BY  Conventions  in  three-fourths 
thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other 
mode  of  ratification  may  be  pro- 
POSED BY  THE   Congress:    Provided, 

THAT  NO  AMENDMENT  -WHICH  MAY  BE 
MADE  PRIOR  TO  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOU- 
SAND EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHT 
SHALL  IN  ANY  MANNER  AFFECT  THE 
FIRST  AND  FOURTH  CLAUSES  IN  THE 
NINTH  SECTION  OF  THE  FIRST  ARTI- 
CLE; AND  THAT  NO  StATE,  "U'ITHOUT 
ITS  CONSENT,  SHALL  BE  DEPRIVED  OF 
ITS  EQUAL  SUFFRAGE   IN    THE   SENATE. 


.     AETICLE  YL 

*1.  All  debts  contracted,  and  engage- 
ments entered  into  before  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid 
against  the  United  States  under  this 
Constitution  as  under  the  Confedera- 
tion. 

2.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  "which  shall  be 
made  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  all 
treaties  made,  or  which  shall  bo  made, 
under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land;  and  the  judges  in  every  State 
shall  be  bound  thereby,  anything  in  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to  the 
contrary  notwithstand-ng.

Section  1. 

Upon  the  demand  of  any  three  States^ 
legally  assembled  in  their  several  Convene 
tions,  the  Congress  shall  summon  a  Con- 
vention of  all  the  States,  to  take  into  con/- 
slderation  such  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution as  the  said  States  shall  concur 
in  suggesting  at  the  time  when  tJie  said 
demand,  is  rnoAe;  and  should  any  of  th« 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
he  agreed,  on  hy  the  said  Convention — 
voting  hy  .States — and  the  same  he  rati- 
fied hy  the  Legvilatures  of  two-thirds  of 
the  several  States,  or  hy  Coiiventions  in 
two-thirds  thereof — as  the  one  or  the  other 
mode  of  ratificaiion  'may  he  proposed  hy 
the  general  Co?ive?ition — they  shall  thence- 
forvsard  form  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 
But  no  State  shall,  without  itn  consent,  be 
deprived  of  its  equal  representation  in  the 
Senate. 

AETICLE  TI. 

Section  1, 

1.  The  Goxernmxnt  established  by  this 
Constitution  is  the  successor  of  the  Pro- 
visional Government  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  and  all  the  laws  passed 
by  the  latter  shall  co?itinue  in  force  until 
the  same  shall  be  repealed  or  modified; 
and  all  the  officers  apipointed  by  the  sa'me 
shall  reinain  in  office  until  their  s^xcces- 
sors  are  appointed  and  qualified^  or  the 
offices  abolished. 

2.  All  debts  contracted  and  engage- 
ments entered  into  before  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid 
against  the  Confederate  Slates  under  this 
Constitution  as  under  the  Provisional 
Government. 

3.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of 
the  Confederate  States  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which 
shall  be  made  under  the  authority  of 
the  Coyfederate  States,  shall  be  the  su- 
preme law  of  the  land,  and  the  judges 
in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby, 
anj-thing  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of 
any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. 

4.  The  Senators  and  Eepresentatives 
before  mentioned,  and  the  members  of 
the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all 
executive  and  judicial  officers,  both  of 
the  Confederate  States  and  of  the  sev- 
eral States,  shall  be  bound,  by  oath  or 
affirmation,  io  support  this  Constitution; 
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no  religious  test  sha]]  ever  be  required 
as  a  qualificRtion  to  any  office  or  public 
trust  under  the  United  States.

When  five  States  shall  have  ratified 
this  Constitutio7i  in  the  7nanner  before 
specified,  the  Congress,  under  the  'provi- 
sional Constitution,  shall  prescribe  the 
time  for  holding  the  election  of  President 
and  Vice-President,  and  for  the  meeting 
of  the  electoral  college,  and  for  counting 
the  votes  and  inaugurating  the  President. 
They  shall  also  prescribe  the  time  for 
holding  the  first  election  of  members  of 
Congress  uiidev  this  Constitution,  and 
the  time  for  aJisembling  the  same.  Until 
the  assembliiig  of  such  Co>igress,  the  Con- 
gress under  the  provisional  Constitution 
shall  contiynie  to  exercise  the  legislative 
powers  granted  them;  not  extending  be- 
yond the  time  limited  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  Provisional  Oover7iment.

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ARTICLES 

ADDITION   TO  AND  AMENDMENT  OF 

THE 

COiNSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Peoposed  by  Congress,  and  ratified  by 
THE  Legislatures  of  the  several 
States,  pursuant  to  the  Fifth  Arti- 
cle  OF   THE    ORIGINAL   CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting 
an  estiiblishment  of  religiuii  for  prohibit- 
ing the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridg- 
ing the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the 
press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peace- 
ably to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the 
government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  IL 

A  well-regulated  militia  being  neces- 
sary to  the  security  of  a  free  State,  the 
right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms 
shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be 
quartered  in  any  house  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war  but 
in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  ly. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in 
their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and  effects, 
against  unreasonable  searches  and  seiz- 
ures, shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  war- 
raiits  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  attirmation,  and 
partic'ilarly  describing  the  place  to  be 
searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be 
seized.

AKTICLE  y. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a 
capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime,  un- 
less on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a 
grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the 
land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia, 
when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or 
public  danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be 
■subject,  forthe  same  ofiense,  to  be  twice 
put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor 
SHALL  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal 
case,  to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  nor 
be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property, 
without  due  process  of  law ;  nor  shall 
private  pro])erty  be  taken  for  public  use 
without  just  compensation, 

AETICLE  YI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  ac- 
cused shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy 
and  public  trial, "by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime 
shall  have  been  committed,  which  dis- 
trict shall  have  been  previously  ascer- 
tained l>y  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to 
be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for 
obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to 
have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his 
defense. 

ARTICLE  YII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the 
value  in  controversy  shall  exceed  twenty 
dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall 
be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury 
shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States  than  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

AllTICLE   VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required, 
nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel 
AND  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution, 
of  certain  rights,  shall  not  be  construed 
to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by 
the  people. 

AETICLE   X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the 
United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor

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prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  re- 
served to  the  States  respectively,  or  to 
the  people. 

AETICLE  XI. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United 
States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend 
to  any  suit,  in  law  or  equity,  commenced 
or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  Uxited 
States  by  citizens  of  another  State,  or  by 
citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

AETICLE  XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  re- 
spective States,  and  vote  by  ballot  for 
President  and  Vice-President,  one  of 
'whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  same  State  with  tliemselves ;  they 
Ehall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person 
voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct 
ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice- 
President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct 
lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Presi- 
dent, and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as 
Vice-President,  and  of  the  number  of 
votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign 
ftnd  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the 
.?EAT  OF  THE  government  of  the  Uxited 
States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the 
Benate.  The  President  of  the  Senate 
ihall,  in  presence  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Eepresentatives,  open  all  the 
oertificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be 
counted  ;  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be 
ihe  President^  if  such  number  be  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  number  of  electors 
Rppointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such 
jnajority,  then  from  the  persons  having 
Ihe  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three', 
on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  Presi- 
dent, the  House  of  Eepresentatives  shall 
rhoose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  Pres- 
ident. But  in  choosing  the  President, 
the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the 
representation  from  each  State  having 
one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose 
shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members 
from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Eepre- 
sentatives shall  not  choose  a  President, 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  de- 
volve upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day 
of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice- 
President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in 
THE  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitu- 
tional disability  of  the  President.

The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  as  Vice-President  shall 
he  the  Vice-President,  if  such  number 
be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
electors  appointed,  and  if  no  person 
have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  high- 
est numbers  on  the  list  the  Senate  shall 
choose  the  Vice-President;  a  quorum 
for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators, 
and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

3.  But  no  person  constitutionally  in- 
eligible to  the  office  of  President  shall 
be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States.
